THE CAUCUS 


Decides that Democrats 


are Ready to Take 


All They can Get. 


Cabinet and Other Rumors 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8,—Republican 


•ad Democratic senatorial otucuneg me! 
•t the e»pit 1 it 11 o'clock this fbre 
noon, with quite a full attendance u 
both, not more than fife Democrat* toe 
four Republicans being absent. Lap. 
ban, Miller and Aldrich were at the 
Republican caucus. After remaining 
ID session an hour or more, diucuHsioj 
the nituation, the Republicans appoint- 
ed a committee to confer with the 
Democrats OB the general subject ol 
organization. The caucus then took a 
recess for an hour. 


Bat little disposition was shown in 


the Republican caucus to offer any un- 
reoaonable opposition to the election o! 
a Democratic president pro tern before 
the new senators are sworn in. 


In the Democratic caucus, with only 


fire absentees (Fair, Farley, Slater, Gro 
ver, and Ransom) the sentiment favor 
ing the election of Bayard president ol 
the senate the first thing on Monday 
was overwhelming and was agreed to 
without a suggestion to the contrary. 
It was then formally resolved that Bay- 
ard be elected. 


Senator Edmunds, in behalf of the 


Republican caucus, hag sent a commu- 
nication to Chairman Pendleton of the 
Democratic! caucus informing him that 
the Republicans had taken a recess to 
hear from the Democrats as to what 
course they intend to pursue, and that 
the Republicans are ready to receive 
any communication from the Democrats 
or to receive any committee of theirs 
for the purpose of a conference. 


The Democratic caucus is considering 


the Republican proposition for a confer 
enoe. Some Democrats favor a confer- 
ence, but it is urged that if they meet, 
the Republicans most not do HO with 
any previously adopted programme. The 
important question under discussion is 
whether the Democrats shall abandon 
their plan of proceeding with the elec- 
tion of a president for the purpose of 
meeting a Republican conference. Some 
favor doing this, while others insist on 
sticking to the programme of the elec- 
tion of Bayard. 
All agree, however, 


that if they consent to go into confer 
ence, they must do HO without any pre 
arranged plans, and thus submit the 
whole question to the conference. 


The Democratic caucus finally ap- 


pointed a committee, consisting of Sen- 
ators 1'endleton, Garland, Voorhees, 
Pugh and Davis (W. Vr) to meet the 
Republican committee and confer with 
them in relation to organization. 


The Democratic caucus after ap- 


pointing a conference committee took a 
recess. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—After a BBS 


sionjof nineteen minutes, the confer 
ence committees separated and have 
gone back to their respective caucuses 
to report. 


The Democratic committee informed 


the Republican committee that they 
eould confer only on tbe understanding 
to start with that the Democrats must 
elect the president pro tern ; that the 
Democratic caucus would not make 
any concession as to the president, but 
insisted upon the election of their man. 
The Republicans refused to enter into 
conference on this baai», saying they 
desired to consider the matter of the 
entire organization. The 
Democrats 


said they had no authority lo do other- 
wise than conwder the election of the 
president as settled. The Republicans 
refused to confer on this basis and the 
committees separated. 


The Republicans without further 


discussion adjourned soon after the re- 
turn of their conference committee. 
After adjournment, the chairman (Sen- 
ator Anthony) prepared tbe following 
statement as tbe Republican version of 
iheir efforts to agree on a plan of organ- 
zation' 


"It 
having been undentood that 


several Democratic senators had mani- 
fested a willingness to confer with the 
Republicans upon the situation, the 
alter at their caucus to day appointed 
a committee of five to confer with a 
similar committee of tbe Democrats 
ipon the organization of tbe senate. 
This was communicated to the Demo- 
cratic caucus. Tbe committees met, 
and tbe Republicans were informed that 
before receiving notice of a desire for a 
conference, the Democrats had, upon 
deliberation, determined that under the 
existing circumstances tbe Democrats 
would elect (he president pro tern of 
tbe senate, and that the Democratic 
committee were not authorized to con- 
fer with the Republicans upon that 
subject. As the decision covered tbe 
most important of tbe points of confer- 
ence, the Republicans withdrew, and 
upon their repart of the fact the Re- 
publican caucus adjourned to meet at 
10 a. m. Monday." 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The Demo- 


cratic candidates for secretary of the 
senate are-Terr urgent that their party 
should elect a secretary before the ad- 
mission of the new senators, otherwise 
that course would bave tew advocates 
ia the Democratic caucus. The candi- 
dates realise that if the election is post- 
poned until the new senators are ad- 
mitted, there is little chance for the 
election of a Democrat, as David Davis' 
vote is conceded to the Republicans on 
tbe organization. Davis will not vote 
for Gorham, bat after the resolutions 
for tbe election of the Democratic cau- 
sa* nominee ban been voted down ud 


that of Qorham similarly defeated, * 
Republican canons will be held to select 
another name for him. Dsvil will rote 
and be will be elected. Boraek, the 
man brought from the Pacific coast' bj 
Miller as its representative in place ol 
Qorham, is not likely to be the man. 


Edmunds, Frye and Logan will pre- 


sent the Republican protest against the 
election of Bayard to-morrow, previoni 
to tbe swearing in of the senators. If 
necessary the Republicans will break a 
quorum to prevent the election of a 
Democratic secretary before swearin; 
in new senators. 
Although Davk 


Davis will vote for Anthony, it is not 
believed he would join the Republicans 
to unseat Bayard. 


Tbe message from the President will 


be short and formal. 


Cabinet rumors are thick to-night. Il 


is positively assented that names will 
be sent in on Tuesday. Tbere has been 
much conference to-day upon the sub 
ject between Blaine and Windom, and 
the present best opinion is that Lincoln 
is the only one to be retained, and tbal 
neither Grant, Conkling nor any senator 
is to be among the nominees considered. 
It is certain that Windom will not act 
after Tuesday. He has notified friends 
in Minnesota of his candidacy for elec- 
tion to the senate. Folger, of New 
York, is most generally accepted as his 
probable successor.

Sioux CITY, IA., Oct. 8.—An acci- 


dent happened on the through passen- 
ger train, bearing the Marquis of Lome 
and party on the Sioux City and Pacific 
road, just after midnight this morning. 
The train was behind time, and running 
faster than usual. When near Thomp- 
son's creek, in the beavy timber four 
miles east of this city, cattle were seen 
on the track ahead of the train. Tbe 
air brake was applied, bat the train 
could not be stopped. One steer was 
caught on tbe pilot of the engine, and 
was carried there until a second was 
struck. The engine passed over this, 
and went into the ditch. Engineer Da- 
vid Douglass, stepping from tbe cab to 
the tender, fell between and lay partly 
across tbe track, just beside the steer 
that bad been left there by the pilot. 
The corner of the tank rested partly on 
the steer, and partly on the engineer's 
back and head, burying his face in the 
ground. The baggage car was thrown 
off on the other side of tbe track, and 
the smoking car disabled, as was also 
the forward end of the ladies' car. The 
engine was so broken that the steam 
and hot water passed out, adding to the 
excitement of the occasion. The train 
men and passengers came to the help of 
.he engineer, and by digging from under 
him, and lifting on the tender and tank, 
released him. At first they supposed 
lira dead, but he revived so as to return 
lome on the noon train. The oar con- 
fining the Marquis of Lome and party, 
being the fast ot the train, was little 
disturbed by the accident. His grace 
came forward to the wreck just as the 
teuder was being lifted off the engineer, 
when he returned to the oar and re- 
mained till the wreck was cleared away 
at noon. Trainmen say that the con- 
nections on the Lome car did not fit 
the air brake connection on the other 
cars, and the car being heavy, shoved 
the train ahead, otherwise the accident 
might bave been avoided. 


NEW YOKK, Oct. 8.—The Democracy

LiTTLB ROCK, Oct. 8 —A new and 


sensational feature is being published 
to-day, in tbe case of tbe train robbers. 
It will be remembered that the passen- 
ger train on the Iron Mountain was 
robbed by three beardless robbers Sep- 
tember 20. They were captured on the 
28th, one in Texas, and two in the Na- 
tion, and brought to Washington. Tbe 
robbers yesterday pleaded guilty on 
fourteen 
indictments 
receiving five 


years on each indictment, making the 
term seventy years for each man. 
The 


pursuing party who captured Stephens 
and Delaney consisted ot four men, 
named Huddleston, Relmoes, Moore 
and Dollahid. When arrested the rob- 
bers hail about $9,000. After counting 
the money, Huddleston proposed to tbe 
captors to divide the money among 
themselves. Beloines objected, claim- 
ing the money ought to be secured to 
the railroad company, but finally agreed 
that the money be equally divided 
among tbe four in the presence of 
Stephens and Delaney. In considera- 
tion of the latter keeping the matter 
secret, each of the four swore to annu- 
ally pay to the families of tbe train 
robbers a hundred dollars, and try all 
means for securing their release from 
tbe penitentiary after conviction. The 
reason for not releasing them at once 
was because $10,000 awaited their de- 
livery. Stopping for the night at Min 
eral Soring*, Hnddleston asked Beloines 
during the night where he had his mon 
ey. The latter replied, under the pil- 
low. Then, at Huddleston's suggestion, 
he placed it under the mattress. 
Hud 


dleston then asked him to go down and 
get some oigars. 
When they were 


leaving the room Iluddleston's pistol 
was discharged. He said it went of 
accidentally. 
On the road to Hope, 


next day, the pistol was again dis- 
charged, and the ball whistled past 
Beloine's head, who quickly drew a re- 
volver, remarking that accidental dis- 
charges were getting monotonous. 
At 


the next village Beloines left his money 
with a friend,Tearing he would be killed 
if he retained it. The party delivered 
the prisoners and received $10,000 re- 
ward from tbe state. All the captors 
appeared at the trial yesterday, when 
Beloines divulged the whole matter to 
superintendent of the Iron Mountain. 
Huddleston, Moore and Dollahid were 
examined separately and each made 
affidavit that he knew nothing of the 
whereabouts of any of the money. 
Moore subsequently intimated that tbe 
money could be secured. The robbers, 
Stephens and Delaney, 
corroborated 


the above, and said they would not have 
divulged it if the parties themselves 
had not given it away. 
The men then 


made a clean breast of it, and promised 
restitution. They were permitted to 
go for the money. 
It is supposed they 


will be prosecuted.
